Passage of the Anti-Chinese Bill— 
A Veto.

Startling Revelations 
of Corruption. 


Strong Evidence Given Against the 
Accused 


Rellau Tells the Story of the $190 
Transaction. 


Testimony Going to Show that a Reg- 
ular Brokerage Business in 
Appointments Has Boen 
Carried On.

SACRAMENTO, March 9.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.} The Assembly com- 
mittee to investigate the charges 
against Bruner met this morning. 
Andrew Lawrence of the Examiner, 
replying to a question, said he was the 
Sacramento correspondent of the pa- 
per at the time of the introduction of 
the Police Bill.

PROBABLY A SWINDLE. 


The Story of Spanish Treasure Burd 
led in this Country. 

SAN FRANCISCO, March 9.—Dispateh 
from Pittsburgh last night states thaé 
the First National Bank of Pittston 
had received a letter from a Spanish 
priest telling of treasure belonging te 
the late King Alphonso, which wag 
buried in Luzerne county, la. The 
story bearsa remarkable resemblance 
to a letter received nearly two years 
ago by a San Francisco gentleman. 
The letter was dated, Lajunta near 
Valencia, Spain, Apri! 4, 1539, and was 
signed M. Del Rio. It told of a pris- 
onuer named Frederique Val who had 
buried treasure in the United States. 
The letter was very vague and great 
secrecy was enjoined. The gentleman 
answered the letter and in return ree 
ceived another letter, this time signed 
by Ferderique Val. 

It stated that he was one of King 
Alfonso’s courtiers aud had been en- 
trusted by him with treasure consist 
ing of money and jewels which were 
buried in this country. He had been 
imprisoned and was without money of 
friends. If the gentleman would 
kindly forward him a little over [3000 
to pay court expenses, he would send 
him papers so that the treasures could 
be found. The yzeutleman was to re 
ceive one-third as his share. Val also 
said that the papers were in the pos 
session of the Spanish authorities who 
did pot know tbeir value, and that 
they could be easily obtained, 
geutieman took no further notice of 
the matter, as he thought it wase@ 
swindle.

‘THE COURTS. 


The Library Suit Decided by 
Judge Shaw. 


Triaiof James Neill on a Charge of 
Illegal Voting—Damron Forg- 
ery Cases—Genera! Court 

Notes. 


Judge Shaw, in Department Six of the 
Superior Court, yesterday, decided which of 
the two boards of trustees had a right to 
manage the Los Angeles Public Library. 
He held that the old Board of Trustees were 
the legal and duly-authorized officers. ‘The 
board of trustees elected last December at 
the city election are, by this decision, left 
out in the cold altogether. The decision is 
as follows: 


The People ex rel, F. R. Willis, et al., vs, 
Howard, et al. 


This is a proceeding to determine whether 
the reiators or the defendants have the right 
tomanage and control the Los Angeles 
Public Library. 

The case is submitted to the court for decis- 
ion upon the facts stated in the pleadings. 

On March 4, 1874, « special act was passed 
by the Legislature, providing for the estab- 
lishment of a public library in the city of 
Los Angeles. [Acts 1874, 274.] 

Under this law the present Los Angeles 
Public Library was first organized and es- 
tablished. 

By its provisions the library was con- 
trolied by nine regents who were elected 
by the Council. 

This act of 1874 was repealed by the 
city charter of 1878, and different provis- 
ions were made in the charter for the man- 
agement and control of the library. The 
Mayor and Council were constituted the 
trustees of the library, and had the con- 
trol and management thereof. 

The library continued to be managed ac- 
cording to the provisions of the charter of 
1878, until the adoption of the charter of 
889. This charter provides that the 
library shall be continued in existence, and 
shall be managed by five directors to be 
appointed by the Mayorand confirmed by 
the Council. 

The defendants were duly appointed 
directors of the library under the last 
charter, and ever since then have been, and 
still are, as such directors, in the contro! 
and management of the library. 

The constitution of 1879 provides that 
“cities heretofore or hereafter organized, 
and all charters thereof framed or adopted 
by authority of this constitution, shali be 
subject to and controlled by general laws.” 
[Art. 11, sec. 6.) 

In 1880 a general law was passed entitled 
“An actto establish free public libraries 
and reading-rooms.”’ It contains the follow- 
: 

c. 2, The municipal authorities of any 
incorporated city of this State are author- 
ized and empowered by a resolution duly 
passed for that purpose, to levy and collect, 
as in other cases, annually, a tax not to ex- 
ceed one mill on the dollar, for the purpose 
of establishing and maintaining in such 
city free public libraries and reading-roon:s, 
and purchasing such books, journals and 
other publications as may. be necessary 
therefor. 

Sec. 5. In a city of less than one hundred 
thousand population, five trustees shall be 
elected at the same time and in the same 


~ 


‘manner as the other town officers are 


elected. They shall hold office the same 
length of time, to carry into effect the provi- 
sions of this act. 

Sec. 8. The trustees of any library or 
reading-room established or acquired by 
authority of this act shall take charge of 
the same and of all real and personal pro- 
perty thereunto belonging. 

Sec. 14. An act-entitied act to estab- 
lish and maintain free public libraries and 
reading-rooms,”’ approved March 18, 1878, 
is hereby repealed. All libraries and read- 
ing-rooms heretofore established by autbor- 
ity of the last named act in any city shall 
be turned over to the charge, custody and 
administration of euch trustees as may be 
constituted or appointed therein under the 
provisions of this act. |Acts 1580, 231 
The relators were duly elected trustees 
under the provisions of the act of 1880 
aforesaid, at the last city election, and havé 
duly qualified as such trustees, and upon 
that ground claim the right to the control 
and management of the Public Library ia 
‘question. 

The organization of the library under the 
act of 1874, did not take place until March 
28, 1873. Prior to that time there had been 
a private voluntary association Known as, 
the Los Angeles Library Association, which 
had established and maintained a library. 
not for the public, but for the use of its 
members. On March 28, 1578, the City 
Council elected a board of regents, as pro- 
vided by the act of 1874, and on April 6, 
1878, this board duly organized, and the 
same day the Library Association made 
over to the public library thus organized, all 
the books belonging to the association. 
us began the present free public library. 
t was not, therefore, established under the 
authority of the act ot March 18, 1875, nor 
under the act of 1880. ; 

The relators insist that the act of 1880 be- 
ing a general law, its provisions apply to all 
libraries existing in citiesas public libraries 
and that trustees eiected under the act of 
1880 have the legal right to manage and con- 
trol all public libraries in such cities, and 
that therefore they have the legal right to 
the control of the Los Angeles Public Li- 
brary. The defendants contend that the 
act of 1880 applies solely to libraries estab- 
lished under its provisions and not to those 
existing prior to 1880 and established prior 
to thattime under special. laws and char- 


ters. 

Atthe time this library was established 
as a public library, there was no constitu- 
tional inhibition of the enactment of local 
or special laws for such purposes. 

The provision of the present constitution 
making city and city charters subject to 
genera! laws,does not apply to this case, For 
it is manifest that they can be subject only 
to such general laws, as by their terms or 
by necessary implication are made to apply 
to cities, or goog ! throughout the State. 
So also itis clear that public libraries in 
cities are not necessarily subject toa 
general law which by itsown terms does not 
apply to all libraries generally, but only to 
a particular class of libraries. 

in order to be subject to such a law they 
must be of the class inciuded in the law. 

The act of 1880 does not apply to all libra- 
ries, but only to such as may be established 
under its provisions. It does not give to 
the trustees elected under it any power over 
other libraries. The language used is, “the 
trustees of any library established or ac- 
quired by authority of this act shall take 
charge of the same.”’ They are not author- 
ized to take charge of any library estab- 
lished under the act of 1874. ‘Therefore, the 
Los Angeles Public Library is not affected 
by the act of 1880, because itis not of the 
class mentioned in that act. 

Where there is no general law on a given 
subjectto which the charter relates, the 
provisions of the charter must be allowed to 
prevail. The defendants being rightfully 
appointed under the provisions of tne char- 
ter, they are envtitied to the charge and con- 
trol of this library. 

The judgment will therefore be in favor 
of the defendants. 

ILLEGAL VOTING. 

In Department One yesterday James 
Niell was tried on a charge of illegal vot- 
ing. It was alleged in the information that 
Neill at the city election voted at one of 
the precints of the Fourth Ward under the 
pame of Perry E. Thowan. ‘The evidence 
in the case was very plain and straight. It 
was also shown that Neill endeavored to 
vote at another polling place in the same 
election under the name of Walker.

The Deficiency in the School 
Fund Diseussed, 


The Superintendent Declares Him- 
self—Councilmen Rees and Tufts 
Exchange Compliments—Gen- 
eral Routine Business. 


It was 10:15 when the Council was called 
to order yesterday morning, President 
Bousail and all eight of the local Solons

The first business transacted was the 
Oanvass of the vote castat the bond élect- 
ion on Friday last. Councilmen Innes and 
Summerland were appointed tellers and 
the Council resolved ite@if into a canvassing 
board with Counvilmin Nickell in the 
chair. The canvass demonstrated that the 
bond proposition had carried and the result 
Was deciared by President Bonsall, 

THE SCHOOL FUND. 

The following communication was re 
ctived from the Ways and Means Com- 
a of the Board of Education, and 


To the Cowncil: On March 1 there was 
on baud, in the school fund, $57,504.01; the 
amount to be hereafter received from the 

county, $5825; from the city, $14,710.82; 
thejamonnt of bills audited’March 2, $2,785. 76 ; 
to.al amount of salaries of all teacners and 
Salaries to end of schoo! year, $75,540; total 
expenses forthe year $78 325.76; total re- 
ceipts for the year, $78 039.83, 
hus in order to cuntinue our schools to 
the end of the present year, we shall have 
a deficiency in the school fund of $285.53, 
The former schoo) board in making up their 
estimate of scnool expenses for the present 
schoo! year «asked foran apportionment of 
a5out $80,000, which amount was reduced by 
the former Council to $50,000. 

We understand thatthe bridge fund was 
materiaily increased by this uction, how- 
ever; the amount in the bridge fund at pres- 
ent is $11,958.34. 

The amount yet to be received frem the 
city is $8035.66, making a total of $19,904. 

‘The amount of outstanding contracts for 
bridges and bridge repairs is as follows: 
Walnut-street bridge contract, $4247: State- 
street bridge, $941; estimate on approach to 
Pasadena-street bridge, which is being ad- 
vertised for bids, $1000; making a total of 
expenses likely to be incurred for bridge 
purposes, #6188. You will then havea bal- 
ance in the bridge fund of $13, 8v6. 

lu our statement of the school expenses 
we have made no allowance for incidental 
expenses, such as repairs to school- 
houses, of sewers, building new

THE RAILROADS. 


Judge Cooley on the Problem 
of Rate Making. 


A NEW TRANSCONTINENTAL LINE. 


How a Little Narrow Gauge Is Likely 
to Grow—An Important Test 
 Case—Rates and 
Shipments. 


The Chronicle has discovered. that the 
purchasers of the little narrow-gauge road, 
known as the Californie and Nevada, which 
changed ownership some time ago, are 


portion of a new line to run direct from 
San Francisco to a connection with the 
Colorado Midland, thus making a new and 
shorter transcontinental line. The pur- 
chasers are named explicitly as J. A. 
Williamson of the Atiantic and Pacific, 
the Grant Brothers who built a large por- 
tion of the Santa Fé, and others who live in 
the East. As an immediate effect of the deal, 
a iarge force of men will be putto work 
getting the road into shape, and trains will 
be run daiiy, to the great advangage of the 
little section which it now traverses, Con- 
tracts fur the change of gauge and addi- 
tional grading were let ou Monday last. 
According to the theorf advanced, the road 
will be built over a line surveyed from 
Bodie to Pioche, and thence to 
a junction with “ the 
Midland. The western end of the line, that 
is, the little portion purchased last fail, is 
about twenty miles in length and terminates 
at present at the entrance to the Morago 
Valiey. The Chronicle says that a very 
latge area, in fact almost the entire vailey 
was purchased two years ago by Messrs. 
Williamson and Robinson of the Santa Fé, 
while Allen Manvei and several others are 
materially interested. The country is al- 
mostin a virgin state. It is very rich, is 
welh watered and wooded and is lovked to 
as a large contribution to the local trade of 
the present line aud to the transcontinental 
in the future when it is well opened up for 
general settioment. 
ON RATE MAKING. 

Judge Cooley, chairman of the Inter- 
state.Ralilroad Commission, said in his an- 
nual address to the convention of State 
Railroad Commissioners in Washington, 
the following anent rate making: 

‘There are mischiefs in railroad service 
that are outsiae of it, but we distinctly in- 
dicate the main source of difficulty when We 
piace our finger upon the poweras it exists 
now to make and unmake the rates for 
passenger and freight transportation. So 
long as 500 bodies of men in the country are 
at lioerty to make rate-sheets at pleasure, 
and to upmake or cut and recut 


them in every direction at their 
own discretion, or want of _ dis 
cretion, and with little restraint on the 


part of the law except as it imposes a few 
days’ delay in putting changes in force, the 
problem will remain to trouble us, the mere 
existence of the power making losses, dis- 
order, and confusion constantiy imminent. 
‘The authority to reduce rates when they are 
found to be excessive, is buta siight correct- 
ive and reaches the evils on the public side;

| THE FOOTHILL. ROAD. 


The attractive drives out of this city 
will eventually number haif a dozen or 
more, but the one that will be espe- 
cially inviting, by reason of the beauty 
of its scenery, will be the one leading 
to Santa Monica by way of the Cahuenga 
Valley and the Soldiers’ Home. This 
road is now in bad condition—it 
is, in fact, obstructed by the inclosures 
of large Spanish land grants, and 
other encroachments; but these are re« 
garded as temporary, and it is ex- 
pected they will be removed before 

Some fifteen or more years ago this 
great thorougbtare was definitely laid 


out and located by the foresight and 


solicitation of Judge Charles Lindley, 
the distinguished codifier of the laws 
of California, who wad then living 
near the line of this road, at the base of 
the mountains, about half way between 
the city and the ocean, a piace selected 
by him for its salubrity, he being at 
the time in precarious health. The 
road was named by him, the Los An- 
geles and Santa Monica Foothill road, 
and it is known by that name still and 
always will be. It begins on the city 
border at the western terminus of 
Temple street*‘and makes something 
of a detour to ‘the north, in 
order to keop on level, and at the same 
time, elevated ground. It thus forms, 
80 far as nature can effect it, a most 
delightful drive down to that gem of 
seaside resorts, the embryo city of 
Santa Monica. As soon as you leave 
Temple street you come at once into 
the Cahuenga Valley, which, all along 
the line of this road, is rather a mesa 
than a valley, so that the Pacific Ocean 
is kept in plain view pretty much every 
step of the way till you reach it. On 
the other hand is the Sauta Monica 
range of mountains, and the scenery 
along the route is everything that 
could be desired. A not uninteresting 
feature of the trip is that you are pass- 
ing all the while through an exceed- 
ingly rich agricultural country, which 
is becoming known througbout the 
East as wellas here as the frostless 
belt of Los Angeles county, and is re- 
markable for the production of *‘winter 
vogetabies.”’ The principal landmark 
on the line of this Foothill road is the 
Soldiers’ Home, a place hardly less at- 
tractive than the seaside itself, which 
is only three or four miles further on. 
Other places on the line, but of less 
note, are the Dutch Church, Colegrove, 
Cahuenga, Monte Vistaand Coldwater. 
Under the Street Improvement Act, 
which has lately become a law at Sac- 
ramento, it is likely Temple street and 
Temple road will be rurnished witha 
good, smooth pavement all the way out 
to the city limits. That done, and the 
Foothill road put in fair condition, 
people can make the trip to Santa} 
Menica in their own conveyances, over 
a thoroughfare as pleasant in ali re- 
spects as the drive in acity park. The 
route will not be as rich in artificial

Park, butin natural beauties, gran- 
deur of scenery, and richness of culti- 
vation, it will far excel Central Park, 
or any other mere city drive. The 
Foothill road may yet become for Los 
Angeles what the Cliff House road is 
to San Francisco, or the Shell road to 
New Orleans. All that. is needed to 
make it such is to reopen it where it 
has been obstructed or encroached 
upon, and putit in proper order for 
public use, a task of no great magni- 
tude. This censummation is called 
for by a city at either end of 
the line; atone end the most prosper- 
ous city in California, if not the most 
prosperous city in the United States, 
or in the world, and at the other end 
the most charming watering place to 
to be found anywhere; the distance 
between them being only a pleasant 
drive, éver a good road, of an hour or 
two at most. The expense of employ- 
ing a competent engineer to ascertain 
the cost of putting this road in good 
traffic conditien would be but trifling, 
and the municipal organization at 
either terminus of the road could well 
afford to incur it. It is conjectured 
that.a very few thousand dollars would 
accomplish the desired end of opening 
up this great thoroughfare in most ex- 
cellent shape; and if so, a better in- 
vestment of the amount couid not 
possibly be made. 

Wiiile favoriug this road, Tue 
Times is opposed to none other, but is 
willing and anxious to lend a helping 
hand to any enterprise of the kind, in 
whatsoever direction it may extend 
out from the city.

FEMALE SUFFRAGE, 


A Los Angeles Lady Comes to 
Its Defense. 


AGAINST ILLINOIS PROTESTERS‘ 


She Says it Will Not Cause Family 
Jars or Interfere With the 
Household Duties of 
the Fair Sex. 


‘-March ‘6. — [Corre 
spondence of Tne Times.| In the THE 
Times of March 6 editorial reference 
is made to the fact that the Woman 
Suffrage Bill has passed the State Sen- 
ate, and also to a protest sent out by 
certain ‘‘society ladies’ of Illinois in 
regard toa bill for the same law in 
their State. .

The Sale of Lottery Tickets, 
Los ANGELES, March 9.—(To the 
Editor of Tue Times.} I have been 
in this city a little overa year, have 
come here, like many others, attracted 


with a view of making this my fu- 
ture home. My attention has been 
called, aud with your kind permission, 
I would ask the powers that be, why 
such a onesidedness is manifested in 
enforcement of the laws pertaining to 
certain well-known transgressions 
thereof, one of the most glaring of 
which is the sale of Louisiana lottery 
tickets. 

Some time ago the three police com- 
missioners—who by the way, are still 
the same gentlemen composing that 
hovorable dy—put themselves on 
record, and announced through the 
public press their laudable intention 
to suppress the traflic of lottery tickets, 
whereby from $15,000 to $20,000 per 
menth is enticed from people who can 
ill-afford it, to enrich, first, the local 
seller in 15 per cent. of his gross sales 
and the home company for the remain- 
der, thus making a very serious drain 
whicb is hurtful to ali. 

In conformity to the above expressed 
resolution, the Chiet of Police set his 
men at work, and evidence was quickly 
and easily had sufficient to cause the 
arrest and conviction of quite a num- 
ber of local dealers, and a lenient court 
imposed nominal fines and an admoni- 
tion that in case of a repetition of the 
offence a larger fine and possible im- 
prisonment could be looked for. 

These arrests brought many dealers 
to their senses, and while some feared 
greater punishment, others, not caring 
to be violators of the law or in any 
way desiring to be classed among the 
criminal classes, promptly abandoned 
the traffic. But they did not all do so 
—in fact there are about as many lot- 
tery tickets sold now asin days gone 
by, with this difference, that the sales 
are limited to fewer places, which never 
did stop at all and are openly defying 
the law every day. The Chief of Police 
knows these men and their places of 
business as well now as he did a while 
ago, for they make no _ conceal- 
ment of either,- and men, women 
and children get tickets there 
at all hours of the day. The only 
query to the unsophisticated seems to 
be: Were these few arrests made for 
the very purpose that was so well ac- 
complished, viz: To drive out the small 
dealers, and concentrate the trade 
with the ‘agents’ for their immense 
benefit? Itis even hinted by the know- 
ing ones that all the fines inflicted on 
the “agents,’’ were promptly paid by a 
remittance from the ‘‘Home Institu- 
tion” and now thatall that was de- 
sired had been done as related above, 
mo more arrests would follow. But 
can this be so?

‘I'he 
average cost of the land, including 
purchase price, fencing, plowing and 
water right, is $16.92 peracre, of which 
$7.05 represents the cost of water right, 
and the average valuation placed upon 
the land by the owners is $48.68 per 
acre, including buildings. The aver- 
age annual cost of water is $1.55 per 
acre, and the average annual value of 
farm products, $13.92 per acre. The 
acreage now under irrigation ap- 
proaches the maximum, possibly, with 
the present water suppiy and methods 
of utilization; but the conservation of 
flood watef that now annually runs to 
wase, would largely increase the area 
susceptible of succesgful cultivation.

WIND AND FLOOD. 


Disastrous Storms in the Cot- 
ton Belt. 


Heavy Rains Cause Inundations Along. 


the Greeks and Rivers 


And a Cyclone Cuts a Swath of Death 
and Destruction. 


Many Residences Demolished — 
Crops Destroyed—Raliway 
Travel Stopped—Miles of 
Track Washed Away: 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

~NEW ORLEANS, March 9.—[By the 
Associated Press.| ‘The Picayune’s 
Bickens (Miss.,) special says: We 
have been isolated since last Saturday, 
when the last train passed north. Con- 
tinued rains since Thursday night have 
raised the water in the Big Block 
River higher than ever known and it 
is still rising rapidly. The Llhnois 
Central railroad track is lifted bodily , 
from the bed and deposited in a ditch. 
For miles below and;above here and the 
embankment has been swept away. 
Incalculable damage has been done by 
the water. 

A cyclone passed over this place on 
Saturday morning without doing any 
damage, dropping over in Madison 
county, where it caused destruction of 
life and property. Passing from there 
into Attala county near Newport. 
Several houses were blown down and 
four negroes killed. : 

The Picayune’s Quitman (Miss.,) 
special says: The almost unprece- 
dented rainfall in this section during 
the past week has caused a general 
freshet and cessation of traffic on rail- 
roads. The town of Enterprise is in- 
undated toa large extent, the water 
flowing through the streets with the 
velocity of a river, and in many in- 
stances coming into stores. The flood 
has no parallel save in the memorable 
year of 1871. 

Yazoo Crry (Miss.,) March 9.—Re- 
ports from different parts of the county 
received today indicate that Friday 
and Saturday’s heavy rain has proved 
disastrous to houses, outbuildings and 
bridges. Every stream is over its 
banks. 

SURROUNDED BY WATER. 

CotumBuUs (Miss.,) March 9.—This 
city is now entirely surrounded by wa- 
ter. The lowlands onthe east side 
are covered for some distance, and 
there has been considerable loss of 
cattle. Many people have abandoned 
their homes and come here. The wa- 
ters are still rising. There are indica- 
tions of a heavy frost tonight, which 
will greatly injure fruits and early veg- 
etables. 

Similar reports come from several 
points along the ‘Tombigbee River 
which is rising rapidly. ; 

OKALONA, (Miss.,) March 9.—Re- 
ports received show that great damage 
has been done throughout the country 
by the floods of Saturday and Sunday. 
Many bridges and turnpikes have, been 
washed away and railroads damaged. 
At Lexington, Miss., the storm was 
the most destructive ever known. 
Farming operations are entirely sus- 
pended, and the land is badly washed, 
and’ this will delay planting two or 
three weeks. 

A terrific storm passed within three 
miles of Brandon last night carrying 
destruction in its path. Every house 
on Senator Donald’s place was blown 
away aud heand his wife were ser- 
iously injured. The house of David 
Wilson was also blown away and he 
and his invalid wife were painfully in- 
jured. Tbey had to remain out in the 
storm all night. . 

MERIDIAN, (Miss.,) March 9.—A 
cloudburst on Saturday night has 
done immense damage to all the rail- 
roads entering the city and traffic is 
suspended. 

CROPS DAMAGED. 

New ORLEANS, March 9.—The 
freeze on the 26th of Febuary did con- 
siderable damage to prospective fruit 
crops inthis State. On Saturday af- 
ternoon hail fell and on Saturday night 
rain fell in torrents for hours, causing 
greater damage by washouts and over- 
flowing the lowlands than has been 
done in many years. Last night there 
was another freeze, this time preceded 
by rain, which finished up the peach- 
blossoms, and very few peaches, if 
any, will be produced thjs season. 

RIVERS BANKFULL. 

NASHVILLE (Tenn.,) March 9.—The 
river continues to rise a quarter of an 
inch an hour, but it is expected tbat it 
will begin to recede this evening, as re- 
ports received from up-river points 
show the high waters are slowly falling. 

CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., March 9.— 
The Tennessee river has reached the 
danger line and is rising three inches 
an hour. Experienced river men pre- 
dict it will overflow much of thecity 
in the low-lying places. 

KNOXVILLE, Tenn., March 9.— Very 
heavy raius prevailed throughout this 
section yesterday and last night. All 
streams are out of their banks.

not only of Azusa and Duarte, but of what- 
ever portion of the couutry over which we 
mmay Operate our line of road. 

“Our washouts this year have principally 
occurred at points where the least danger 
was expected. © now have bridges of 
many feet in length standing with dry 
ground beneath them, the channel of the 
river across which they were constructed 
having entirely changed during the last 
storm. As your hovorable body is already 
advised, a bili has just passed the Legisla- 
ture authorizing the establishment of official 
beds of rivers by boards of supervisors of 
the different counties of this State.

The Home of the Oil Kings. 

A recent issue of the . Pittsburgh 
(Pa.,) Dispatch contains the following 
on some of the oil kings: The Mr. 
Phillips mentioned isa brother of ©, 
M. Philli>s of this place, who formerly 
was largely interested in similar opera- 
tions: 

Petroleum Center is a familiar name 
in oil annals. Ben Hogan, the ex-prize- 
fighter and present evangelist, who 
kept a gambiinghouse there, says it 
was tho wickedest town in the world. 
At the zenith of its prosperity it had a 
population of about 8006. About fifty 
people live there at present. The town 
is seven miles above Oil City, on the 
banks of Oil Creek. “Coal Oil Johnny” 


- flourished in this neighborhood, his 


old home being at McClintockville, 
three miles further down the creek. 
Venango county also developed Big In- 
jun, called atter a big well of that 


name. This town was soon re-christened 


Bullion, and under this title it became 
a place of importance, with a popula- 
tion of about 3000. There is not now 


’ a single board left of the town. Thomas 


W. Phillips, of Newcastle, Pa., 
elected to Congress at the late election, 
made and lost a large fortune in this 
field. Heand bis brother were the 
owners of some of the largest wells 
opened in the territory, one or two of 
the number flowing as much as 2,000 
barrels of oil a day. The Phillips 
Brothera afterward drilled 100 dry 
holes in an endeavor to find an exten- 
Sion of this rich pool. They are be- 
lieved to haye made and lost $1,000,000 
here. Topas W. Phillips, as is well 
known in phe oj) country, has retrieved 
his lost fortune. and is again one of 
the richest oil producers. 

Butler County, that has just given 
to the world ‘**Let-Her-Go-Gallagher,”’ 


a few years ago had a lively little city 


called “Great Leather.”” It was lo- 
cated close to the Armstrong county 
line, and, like “Big Injun,’’ took its 
name from the first big weil struck in 
the locality, ‘This county also had 
Grange City, which got to be a place of 
about 2,500 inhabitants. Modoc City 
was a mile or two distant, and also got 
to be a piace of great interest. There 
is not much of these towns to be found 
atthe present time. Only the old 
farmers in the vicinity can point out 
where they once stood. 


Cy Coleman’s Death. 

Cy Coleman, a popular colored resi- 
dent of Linda Vista for several years 
past, died early Sunday morning of 
Brights’ disease, on Little avenue, 
where he had been lately removed to 
secure better medical attention. He 
was in the 46th year of his age, and is 
survived by a wife.

THE ROAD MOVEMENT.. ~ 


How It Has Began in America and What 
It Will Accomplish. 

Many millions of capital, together 
with tlie results of much scientific study, 
have gone into the construction of rail- 
roads, but, while the highway has cx- 
panded its mileago in accordance with 
the requirements of the locality, no ma- 
terial progress has been made in the care 
or skill bestowed npon its construction. 
Formerly the highway amounted to 
little more than a right of way, separated 
sometimes by fehtes from adjacent pri- 
vate property, but in many instances un- 
drained, ungraded and unimproved, so 
that it was frequently impassable. Nor 
has its condition materially improved by 
time, and today the embargo of mud 
roads is so universal that not only the 
farmers, but many of the railroads which 
are dependent on common roads for 
their traffic, as well as manufacturers 
needing prompt and constant supplies of 
raw materials and fuel, citizens*f large 
communities requiring cheap produce, 
pleasure seekers and ‘‘cyclists,” have 
become alive to the great importance of 
improvement in this long neglected line 
of traffic. From Maine to Mexico, and 
from the Atlantic to the Pacific, there is 
a demand for better roads, which is 
manifesting itself through the press, in 
the universities, in legislative bodies, in 
popular meetings of citizens, in techrrical 
societies, and in scientific periodicals, 
Everywhere the opinion prevails that 
our roads are a disgrace to our civiliza- 
tion and a serious impediment to our de- 
velopment, for facility of communication 
isone of the most potent elements in 
promoting the general welfare, whether 
of country or city. 

In sympathy with this movement spe- 
cial endowments have been created for 
courses of instruction in road engineer- 
ing in some of our technical schools, and 
prizes have been offered for contribu- 
tions bearing on this subject. One of 
the latest of these was the competition 
commictee on better 
roads, composed of citizens of Philadel- 
phia, which offered and paid a compara- 
tively large sum for essays on road mak- 
ing and maintenance. 

The principal difficulty in the way of 
the improvement of the public roads is 
that of providing the ways and means, 
for so long as the entire burden rests | 
upon the agricultural community it will 
be difficult to make a change in the ex- 
isting maladministration of affairs. The 
“‘working out” system under supervisors 
is not productive of good or economical 
results, and should be abolished, while 
the taxes for road purposes should be 
more equitably distributed. In many 
places the location of the roads could be 
changed to great advantage, resulting in 
shortening the distance, improving the 
grades and drainage and taking less land 
from the farmer. Before any of the 
roads are permanently improved, there- 
fore, their location should be carefully 
revised by competent engineers or road 
builders. This being done, their resist- 
ance could be greatly reduced by provid- 
ing a hard and smooth wearing surface 
for traction, technically known as “‘met- 
aling.” 

This may be accomplished by differen 
systems where stone of suitable quality 
is availabie, known asthe Tresaguet or 
French, the Telford, or the Macadam, 
the relative merits of which have long 
been warmly contested.

It is believed that attention to these 
particulars woul! tcesult in greatly im- 
proved roads without increased taxes, 
and with much less cost for maintenance. 
There are many (‘tails upon whiéh the 
durability of a roal may depend, but it 
is not the parpose of the writer to dis- 
cuss them here. One point, however, 
needs to be specially noted, and that is 
the selection of foundation material. 
There are some fro.ul builders who not 
only regard clay 4s a suitable substance 
for the roadbed; but actually recommend 
its use in binding the surface together. 
This practice is to be condemned, since 
clay is one of the most unstable of the 
earths, and is most readily affected b 
thermal or h metric changes, whic 
is just what should be avoided. That 
material is best which is most constant 
in volume under extreme physical con- 
ditions, and which offers greatest resist- 
ance to wear, and of all available ma- 
terials trap rock is found to fill these re- 
quirements best; but in selecting his 
material the road maker must be gov- 
erned by the facilities of the district 
and the requirements of the traffic. In 
short, he must secure the best economic 
result from his available resources, for 
the su eng) “cr must be an econ- 
omist in every Sense of the term, and 
there are many Cases where he must ap- 

ly an inferior grade of material or 
eave the road in a state of nature, save 
only for such assistance as may be pro- 
vided by drainage.—Lewis M Haupt,

**In conciusion, let us cultivate an intense 
Passion to be useful in life, to be helpful to 
our fellow men..to be among those who see 
and love thie truth and put it into practice 
and bear one apnother’s burdens while faith- 
fully doing our appointed work; thus shall 
we shine not alone by the moonlight of in- 
tellect, but by the warm and cheering sun- 
light of the heart.” 

“Geography a Science,”’ was the title of 
an address by Prof. Alex E. Frye of Hyde 
Park, Mass. 

The second paper of the afternoon was 
one on School Hygiene, by Dr. H. 3. Orme 
of thiscity. He said: . 

“The bistory of sanitary science is one of 
progress, and in no department has it made 
such rapid progress as in that of School 
Hygiene, and it is principally through you, 
our teachers, that sanitarians anes to ac- 
complish the greatest good for mankind, and 
the true aim of education—to make good, 
strong, healty, cheerful and useful men and 
women. It is unreasonabie to expect a 
sound mind in a weak body. The first State 
board of health in America was established 
in 1869, California came next in 1870, 
Much work is now being ee by 
the thirty-four different State boards of 
health throughout the Union, and much 
more can be done if wecan be assured of 
the constant, earnest, active, thoughtful co- 
operation aad support of the educated peo- 
ple of the community and of the teachers 
in our public schools.”
